A similar petition was presented to tbe last 
Legislature, which, members apparently fenr- 
ng to discuss the matter, first received with a 
laugh; then moved to refer it to the Commit- 
lce on Swamp Innds, and then recovered ls 
selirespeet by referringit to tho Duilding Com- 
mittee, where it shunhera Thìs is a matter 
of conscicuce aud settled priuciple, not only 
mith maoy religous people, but with many 
ather publie-spirited citizeus, and it cannot 
ne put down with n laugh or n trick. What 
righthas that one association ninong all the 
rest to come forward and arrogautly put ita in- 
seriptioa upon onr public buildings, huilt by a 
tax upon tħo orass of the people? Suppose my 
nwu denomination, the Congregational, should 
como forwari and assume. the right to Inserlbe 
publie buildings " A. P. R. 249,” tho year of 
Plymoutb rock, the year wheu the Pilgrima set 
np the first Congrogational elurch in thla land, 
what would all other denominations, all eitl-| 
zens, eny? Suppose the Mormona, or the 
Baptists, or Catholics, sbould securo an invitn- 
tion to ' put tbeir pecullar emblema upon tbo! 
tdifies which are the commou property of the! 
people ? Yon koow that there would be such an 
outcry as would soon dispiace the offensive io- 
criptions. Nor docs the use of a mimic trowol 
and compass nnd enuare give the Masoos any 
peculiar rigbt, or their ceremony any peculiar 
fitness to such occasions. itis n mere form. 
Nor has the nasumod date of Masonry any ap- 
proprlatoness io this land or auy otber. No 
public or private document would hovo eny 
validity datod according to that chronology. 
Tbo era of onr Lord's hirth is tho date of 
Christendom; nud no olher is legitimate in 
civil afi Besides the ne«umption in thrust- 
ng aside this era of the Christian nations, it is 
as already suggested, offensive to the con- 
cience and. the religious convietlons of very, 
many who have n right to he henrd in a mattor!

duties is simply a tacit invitatioo to reccive| 
and act upon tlie decision of some other men'a 
conscience in the plaee of the decision of his! 
own. God lns pever given to nny man the 
liberty to do any sueh thing. 

But if the statement mnde to the candidate 
were true, then why uot give to the required 
promise a eorrerpooding limitatioo ? Why 
not require the eaeóidate to simply promise; 
that he will keep the secrets of the society so| 
far as he finds tbem to be of sucb a nature 
that bo can eonsisteotly keep them? Such a 
premisc—a promise limited just to tbe same 
extent that his kuowledge of the facts coo. 
cerned in limiled—a4 mao could consistently 
make. Dntnosuch limitation is made. No 
Secret society would dare leave to the indi 
vidua conecieuce tho performance of its ap. 
propriate work in this way. Is oot the divioely. 
appoloted judge of right and wrong thus triffed 
with? If men in one case enn do a given act, 
beenuso some otber men say they can, cao) 
they oot do io like manner in all censos? Can 
they not take tlie authority of men as tbo rule 
of life ? 

Much atress is often luid upoo tbo fact tbat 
great aod good men have sometimes joined 
secret seieties. From tbis fact the infereocc 
ia drawn that there eaonot be anything wrong 
in doing so. Bntis the iufercoco legitimate ? 
Bo grent and good men never do wrong? Has 
God ever authorized us to do all that some! 
great and good men do? Darid was n great 
and good inan, but. Darid committed adultery 
and murder. Peter dcoled his Master. Con- 
scienre, enlightoned hy God's word, and mot 
tlie action of good men, is the rnle of duty. 

Now nl sueb rensoniogs are fallacious oud 
conduct to fale conclusions. The necessity 
for employing them illustrates nn Inherent 
evil in secret societies. Tbe nocersnry eondl- 
tion of membershi at variance with sonnd 
morality, They require a eandldate to decide 
a quentlon of duty while studionaly withhold- 
ing fom him the very facts npon which Mis 
moral jndgment mnat be exerclsed lo deciding 


But secrot societies ofton require more than 
& incre promise to keep ite secrets as a condi- 
tion of membership. Tbe promiso is ofteu| 
oonfirmed by an oath. Every such oath is 
extrojudicla] nnd profane. Such oaths are 
sometimes coatrory to ciril !aw, ond always 
contrary to the exprezs commaod of Jesus 
Christ. His commood ig, "Swear oot at ali." 
Tbe only cose in which this commond allows of 
meaning, is where the oath is administered by] 
God's minister, the civil magistrato. Of whut) 
value is tho ossertion made to the candidote] 
before taking tho ooth that it will not inter- 
fero with hia political or religious principles ? 
The simple fact ia the oath itself involves n 
violation of tho lawe of both God ond moo, 


aod tbat on the part of bim who odministore amongat ws favors thia compromime. Xt would fve, the. Inst. year, 


nor to tlie United Statos, whose laws tbey cir- 
cemventand destroy — Benides, if their organi- 


zation is serviceable for tho suppressiow of 
wbisky distilleries, is it aiso equally usefu' for 
enabling its members to get aod hold office, to 


tbe Injury of the conntry aud the disparage- 
ment of honest, independent? men There 
seems to he n tendoneg every where im the 
United States, to abandon the militia organi- 
zation, as being too oncrous; the restraints of 
Arill threc or fonr times a year, not being pleas- 
ant and agrceable to free, aclf-indulgent men. 
Rvory body likes hia ease, and is disinclined to 
anbmit to the least. personal restraint for the 
Jahe of public liherty. He professes to belong 
to a secret Organizntion, which protends to bo 


tary ; tho serv'ec of which is caster and moro. 
agreenblo, and the rewards of which may ho. 
very much greater. 

We havo alreudy. enlled the atteution. of the 
readers of the Crxosunx to the enso with which 
the elerka io Wushington, by potting up o secret. 
organization among themselves, might control 
the whole govornment, and vun it oo tbolrown 
aooeuot. Nothing i» to provont tbem from 
&howing, oven now, tlie most brutal aod offen- 
aive favoritism to tbose of their own mystic 
order against every ontaider, however good or 
wortliy he may be. 

Tt ls had enough for any pwely religious man 
[to take t&e opon oaths prescribed by tlie gov- 
[ernment; bnt for a soeret, irresponsiblo or- 
|ganlation to step in and preserihe nnmanly 
| oaths of ita own, aa nn imlispen*able prerequis- 
[site for holding tbo offices, or serving the in- 
terests of tlie. country, is utterly 10tolernble 
among mon ef character and standing. Thel 
morg ready any man would be to take suchi 


oaths, the less fit. wonlii he show himself for 


being eutrasted with any office whatever. And 
set, itle such kind of men that aro likely to 


get office in theso days, for Masonry boasts of 


being on tho increase.

To show how common euch nets of violence 
are hecoming, and what need there ia of oxact- 
ieg a rigid execution of the law, iostead of 
relaxing it, na in the instanco nbove gwven— 
we ndi the following comments on similari 
enses, which hnye recently occurred in New 
York:

provocation, renl ór fancled. "No law is moro 
wrgentiynsoded than oee against this prac- 
tee. Ifcrery man or hoy eaugbt with n pistoi 
in his pocket, unless in somo very exceptional 
instnoces, was liablo to six months’ imprisoo- 
ment, re should soon hear less of atreet asane- 
sinntions. Itisto bo hoped tbat some member] 
of tho Legislaturo will take the matter up tbis 
winter.

THE PURITANS AND FREE MA- 
SONRY. 


Let na, if we ean, find and etate tha exact 


poeition of the Pilgrim Puritans, whoso landing 
and memory we bave. celehrated in the recent 
Oblosgo aug on the Seeret Society question 

Porítanldm was àn ettempt to reduco soolety 
to the standard of God's word; as they wero 
fond of quoting ; "' The pattern showed in tho 
mount" Ita begira or dating point is the year 
1550; when Hooker ' Serupled the vestment," er. 
"N Regalia” of the Church, and the eatb of the 
king's supremacy. Hooker had heen appointed 
Bishop. Ho refused neither the ofico nor the 
doctrines, hut the garmemít and government 
Imposed on the Christian Religion by the Eeg- 
Mesh Stste-power. A party was formed upon 
his refnsal; and &mong the things which have 
resulted from his refusal, are, popular Govern- 
ment, tho United States, nyd the present og- 


lation ngaInst the. ventmenta, rites, and des- 
potlem of secret soclotles. Hooker's refusal 
was itself the result of a similar, or rather the 
asme " I[rrepressihle conflict," in his own day. 
Speeulntive Free Masonry, had no organized 
&xlstonce until 171; ono bnndroà and sixty- 
savon yesrs after tho rise of Purltanism in 
Hooker’ refueal shove, and ninoty-seven years 
—nmithin three yenro of a whole century—after 
the landing of the Pilgrim. It waa in 1733, 
only thirteon years nitor ita rise, at Appletree 
Tavern, in London, that Free Masonry came 
into Massachusetts, Tt took root in Virginia 
in 1777, foruy-four yearenfter it etartod in Mas- 
saehusotts, This is note worthy. The cvil gen- 
ius of popular government, Free Masonry 
emme into Massachusetts, tho cradle of popular 
government, forty-four ycara before it ntarted 
in the older colony of Virgi

WHERE'S THK DiFPADRNCAT 


Valoran, a Roman General, wae informed. 
by nn Egyptian Astrologer that ho should one 
doy enccecd to the Imperin] throne. Until 
thinhe had beon favornbly inclined to the 
Chrietinns; but na soon ns he rcoched the 
throoe, ho took upon himoelf tha patronago ofi 
the wholotrihe of seothoayors aud prognostl- 
ontore, "They hod glven him offipe; and he 
wae gratoful tò them for it; And, to ohow hio 
grolitudo, he poreeeuted the Christians. And sof 
jt must be with every ambitiooe, polltioal aspir-| 
nnt of tho United Stateo, who looks to the 
black art of Masonry to help him Into office. 
He eonnot. help but porsceute Christianity ; 
very act of accepting tho assistanee of pagan 
myoteries is an act of persecution against 
Christin prineiples — Whot, thorofore, muot 
we think ol tbat aleck, füir-spoken man, who 
dosa everything '' docently end in order," and

Dionysius, a prominent Christian, and, there-| 
fore, eopecially oxposed to the wrath nf the 
politio Valerlan, waa brougbt before the Pre- 
feot/Emilisn, te glvo reason why ho ohould, 
not be eondemued for not worshiping the pa] 
gan gods of Rome, just aa a man le peroeeuted 
attlo present day for not worebiping the 
fctiches of Masonry. 

Dionysius gave the following anower: “ AI 
mea do not adore the same es, but! 
cach worabips those. whom he eonoidera to bc 
gods We revereneo andadore one God, the 
Maker of all things, who gavo the empiro into. 
the bands of Valerian, and Gallienue, beloved] 
nf Qod, and to Iim we pray continually, that 
their government may remain unebaken,!' 

To thio tlie Prefect /Emilisn replicd: ''Who| 
hinderə you from adoring Him alao, if, «s you 
say, He is God, togelher with those that ere 
by nature Gods?" 

Now, here ia the point to which we would 
call the reader's attention. Tho Prefect JE- 
milian, entertained the helplessly foolish iden 
that God, 1he Maker ol tho. Unlvorse, eould bef 
worshiped together at one and the same time, 
nnd hy ono and the same sonl, with pagan 
gode, ouch as dogs, cats, eracodiles, Roman 
Emperore etc. The great God of tho Universe 
wns something that migbt beset np in the 
Pantlicon with the other Goda of Rome. Such 
was the idea of Æmilan—there was no differ- 
ence between the divi of God and that of. 
the Emperor Noro; both were to be worship- 
ed, and their laws aliko obeyed. 


ltienoedlessto say that Dioeyeina could The other day'it pointed out. tho Mnsonle sym-| 


not accept euch a partnership of divinity aa 
this, and that he preferred to meet the coeee- 
quencco Hie sontence wae mueh more loni-| 
ent than might bave been expected by sof 
grent an offender. Ile was not crueified, burnt, | 
or hsheaded; lio was merely banishod ieto a 
desert; that was all. He was uot dealt with 
halt so severely aa Morgan wns; nor indecd, 
mucb more screrely than many are now, every 
thing coneidered, who ineur tho diopleasnre of 
tbe worshipers of the subtle orte of Masoery.
